igilent enough to aét for the publick Good, and the 
Safety of our Country, without Examples and Admoni- 
tions from that corrupt Age of the Romans; the Truth 
of which the Craft/man, to his eternal Difquiet and 
Uneafinefs, is too fenfible of. But, in the Infancy of 
is Fortune, (or rather before he began to learn to be 
icked, as our Author before us hath done) he was 
accufed of a notorious Breach of Truft, by taking a Bribe, 
mntrary to the Duty of his Office, &c. Wells —— very 
rood. ——— But what have the People of England to 
io with all this Stuff? If this honeft Gentleman would 
ave us make any Ufe of this excellent Scrap of Hittory ; 
t he would have it applied to any Body, as I fuppofe 
ne would, I really pity him in having fpent fo much 
‘ime to give the World a juft and lively Defcripuon 
of himfelf; for certainly the Application can be to 
sobody elfe; and therefore muft brand his own Name 
ith eternal Shame, Ignorance, and Impudence. For 

I am not mittaken, Mr. D’ Anvers will be egregioully 
uzzled to make it appear that this wicked Roman was 
owerful for any thing, but his impeaching the Inno- 
ent and accufing the Juft, and that for this only he 
vas the Emperor’s darling Minim.; and that for this 
only he himfelf is the Dupe and Favourite of his Party. 
But confider the Wifdom of this great Politician! In 
hofe Times Virtue, Truth, Candour, and Honefty, 
vere almoft univerfally fwallowed up by a Deluge of 
ice, Perfidy, Adulation and Corruption, which flow’d 
in upon them, and bore down all before it. And as 
preat and good Minds, by a mutual Attraction, feek to 
m/race and protect one another, fo corrupt and wicked 
bnes, as naturally affociate together, and defend one 
nother. Hence all the Spleen and Antipathy which 
eigns among Men. However, Tiberius, wicked and 
Abandon’d as he was to all that was Good and Virtuous, 
as fo outragious in his Indignation, it feems, againit 
nis Proftitute, as to fwear that the Commonwealth 
ould not be fafe, unlefs he was banifhed Jtaly and con- 
ned in an Ifland. And may not the Learned Mr. 
1’ Anvers very reafonably fuppofe, that a good and 
rtuous Prince would exercife equally as much Wrath 
nd Jattice againit any Wretch that durft to diftain the 
onvurand Dignity of his Court, Senate, or Council ? 
', this honeit Gentleman fo far loft to common 
phame and Modetty, fo little Senfe of Honour in him- 
elf, as to believe that the King of Great Britain would 
ink and connive at the Aions of any fach profligate 
"retch, and not banifh him from his Prefence, wolfe 
‘inciples, to the Honour and Glory of his People, 
~ 4s oppolite to thofe of Tiberius, as Light is to 
Varknefs? For Tacitus tells us, that * Tiberius always 
Ppear'd before his Nobles in Difguife, that he might 
he better fearch and penetrate into their Thoughts, that 
'¢ treafur'd up in his Heart the Remembrance of every

Word, the Image of every Sooh, in order to retort 
them into Crimes, and gratify his Vengeance upon them 
hereafter. 

Now, I don’t remember that the great Mr, D" An- 
vers, malicious and fpiteful as he is, hath ever accufed 
the King of Great Britain as guilty of fuch fcandalous 
and treacherous Defigns as thele. Of different Foibles 
and Paffions indeed he hath often drawn bold Strokes ; 
but as thefe have been within the Subterfuges of the 
Laws of his Country, he hath therefore fculked under 
their Proteétion: What Refemblance therefore does 
this famous Piece of Hiltory bear with our Times? 
None at all truly. Our honett Patriot indeed would fain 
ftretch a Point, and have it to fhade out fomebody : 
And obferve the profound Judgment of this great Wri- 
ter! His Relation, Pudbjius Suilius, as 1 have already 
faid, was found guilty of no Mifdemeanour, as we 
read of in Tacitus, while he held a Commiffiion under 
Germanicus. When he fat as Judge indeed, he was 
found guilty of takmg a Bribe, and therefore expelled 
the Senate, and banithed /tafy; but as we have neither 
Judge nor Secretary at War but what loaths fuch Prac- 
tices, the Cra/t/man, methinks, has kept this famous 
Letier in his Hands a confiderable Time, and taken Li- 
berties with it to no Purpofe, but to fix the dirty and 
deteftable Work of Accufation upon himfelf. But this 
is not all ; he tells us, in the next Place, that he wasa 
fort of Prime Miniter to Claudius, a Monfter full as 
bad, if not worfe, than Tiberius. —— But how does 
this fort of Prime Miniter appear ? All that Tacitus 
fays is this, * ‘That the fucceeding Age faw this Secre- 
tary at War, this Publius Suilius, very powerful, a com- 
mon Mercenary, a reigning Favourite in the Friend- 
fhip of C/audius, which he long and happily retained, 
but always abufed. ‘This may indeed be called a fort of 
Prime Miniter, had we an Account of his doing the 
Emperor any Service befides that of accufing juit and 
innocent Men, to the Ruin of many noble Families ; 
but, fince we have no other Account of him, I'l! leave 
the World to judge, if he was not fuch a fort of Prime 
Minifter, as nobody but fuch a fort of a Prince as Mr. 
D’ Anvers would make, would employ. And does not 
this honeft Gentleman exercife more Infolence out of 
Power than any one who isin Power? And is it not 
evident, that he does it for no other Reafon than becaufe 
he isout of Power? Is he not labouring to fpill the 
Blood of the Innocent? Is he not gaping after the 
Riches of other Men? not thirtting after the Spoils of 
his Country ? Would he not make thefe the Harvelt 
and Perquifices of Peace? Would he not involve us in 
all the miferable Calamities of Life, rather than not 
deftroy the Prime Minifter ? Would he not turn out 
an honeft and ingenious Secretary at War, to thruft in 
fuch a Wretch as Publius Suilius ? Is he labouring after 
any thing elfe but a Change of the Miniftry ; an Alte- 
ration in the Government; to gratify his ambitious 
Views, his exorbkant—Defires, and avaricious Ends ? 
Is it for any other Purpofe, but that fuch Upflarts as 
himfelf might partake of the Wages of Slaughter and 
Rapine ; that the Brothers of Iniquity might lead their 
Royal Matter by the Nofe; turn the beit and ableit 
Men out of their Places, and take in the weakeft and 
worlt, fuch as were Narciffus and Pallas? Yes, Mr. 
D’ Anvers, this, it istoo much to be feared, is what you 
are driving at; and if you would have the World to 
think otherwife, you muit begin to aét like an honett 
Man; mutt ceafe to revive the woeful Memory of 
wicked Favourites, with wicked Princes ; and, in a 
Word, you muit learn to imitate the Juft and Goed.
